10. To see if the town will vote to allow 5 per cent dis- 
count on all taxes paid on or before July Ist, 1928. 


11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen and 
treasurer to borrow money for the use of the town. 


12. To elect one director for the Richmond-Swanzey 
Telephone Co. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy land from Leason 
Martin & Son for re-foresting, and raise money for the same, 
or take any action relating thereto. 


14. 'To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


15. To take action on any other matter that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT ’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I beg leave to submit, herewith, my third annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. | 


As the result of the policy adopted by the Board to bring 
the school buildings and finances of the District up to the 
Standards required by the State Board of Education, Richmond 
received this year $1,897 from the State Equalization fund. 
The allotment for next year as noted in the budget is to be 
$2,135. By just so much is the amount required to be raised 
by taxation reduced. By this cooperation between Richmond 
and the State Board, nearly one third of the cost of our schools 
is borne by the State. It has been ealled to my attention that 
such cooperation with the State is expensive business. The 
facts are these: Richmond pays into the State Treasury in 
the form of the per capita tax $186. It pays $250 toward the 
Superintendent’s salary a total of $386. Richmond draws next 
year from the State Treasury over $2,135, over 5 times as much 
as she pays in and gets the services of the Superintendent 
thrown in for whatever they may be worth. In its financial 
aspects it would look to me like good business. 

SCHOOL PROPERTY. In pursuance of this policy adopt- 
ed by the Board modern heating and ventilating was installed 
last summer at the Corners School and at the same place im- 
provements were made in the sanitary conveniences. During 
the coming year in addition to the usual minor repairs, I would 
recommend the following projects: (1) Painting of all the 
buildings inside and out, (2) Repairing of sills and carrying 
timber of the Corners School. 
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HEALTH. At the time of going to press the required 
physical examination of the pupils has not been completed 
hence the omission of that part of our report. This work 
should be done early in the fall. 

TEACHERS AND PUPILS. Again it was necessary to 
change teachers at the Corners and at North Richmond. Miss 
Smith who has served so excellently at North Richmond was 
succeeded by Miss Ruth Lewis of Winchester, a graduate of 
Keene Normal school in 1927. At the Corners Miss Douglass 
was succeeded by Miss Rachel Smith of Stowe, Vt., a graduate 
of Keene Normal school in 1926. The school population shows 
a rather marked decline this year. However, this may be only a 
temporary situation. I think the usual standards of efficiency 
have been maintained. 

I wish to acknowledge the fine spirit of cooperation on the 
part of the Board, and to thank all who have, in any way, 
helped in the educational work of our children.
